Minister Writes: On Health 


The Editor, 
Didsbury Pioneer, 

Dear Sir: 

I am reminded by Dr. O’Hea’s 
letter of the good old college days 
when we enjoyed a battle of words, 
and he tempts me to cross swords, 
but after all we are out in the 
world now, and I want to be seri- 
ous because the pain and suffering 
of the world is so real. 

Turning to our subject, the Great 
Physician's attitude ‘towards the 
sick was one of compassion. He 
loved men and felt for them in 
their sufferings. He seemed to 
regard sickness as an evil that 
ought not to be here. But why did 
He heal some only and not all? 

For example, at the pool of 
Bethesda in Jerusalem there lay a 
great multitude of impotent folk, 
of blind, halt, withered waiting for 
a cure. Jesus healed one man, and 
when that one was questioned he 
did not know who had healed him 
for Jesus had conveyed himself 
away, 

Why didn’t Jesus heal all those 
sick people? 

If a doctor in Didsbury had the 
power to heal all the sick and he 
healed only one, we would not re- 
gard him as a good man, but as a 
bad man. Why did Jesus not heal 
all the sick people in Palestine? 

The answer to this question is 
the clue we need. 

Jesus knew that our world is so 
constituted that it will give us 
health when we use it rightly. He 
knew that God is not willing to er- 
adicate disease while men cause it. 


In this Jesus was not announcing 
a pretty ideal, but the basic condi- 
tion of existence. We cannot 
squeeze health or happiness out of 
this universe by drugs or any other 
way. 

To kill a few billion bacteria 
an antiseptic and think we are 
curing disease is only trifling with 
man’s predicament and God's gov- 
ernment. To disinfect the world 
is a spiritual task. 

Medicine is not curing the human 
race, tt is only postponing the day 
of judgment. It is perhaps also 
concealing the day of judgment, 
for sickness has been given an 
honorable status by the attention of 
medica] science, but in truth our 
hospitals represent one of the 
greatest errors of method from 
which man is suffering.

garded as a kind of “First Aid.”

Rates -PART 1 


Why Is A Rate Increase Necessary? 


Because of the increasing cost of doing 
business. Our problem is similar to that 
facing any company today—increasing costs 
of materials, supplies, payroll and money. 

We must increase the capacity of our 
system so that we can meet the growing 
requirements of Southern Alberta con- 
sumers. Immediately we must raise ad- 
ditional money at present high costs with 
which to finance this continued expansion. 


Have Higher Field Prices For Gas Any 
Bearing On This Rate Application? 


No. Our gas supply comes from sources 
from which we have been obtaining gas 
for many years—Turner Valley since 1922; 
and Jumping Pound since 1951. The price 
of Turner Valley gas is set by an Alberta 
regulatory board; while the price of Jump- 
ing Pound gas is established under a contract 
that runs until 1962. 

Turner Valley and Jumping Pound to- 
gether currently provide approximately 95 
per cent of system requirements; the balance 
of our g2s supply coming from the Nevis 
area, and from the company’s own fields 
at Bow Island, Feremost and Brooks. 

While the price paid to producers at 
Turner Valley and Jumping Pound is not 
expected to change during the next few 
years, we recognize that the costs of explor- 
ing for and producing gas have increased 
substantially as the purchasing power of the 
dollar has decreased. These increased costs 
ultimately will have to be reflected in higher 
field prices. 


Will The Rate Increase Apply 
Equally In All Rate Areas? 


In the Canadian Western system there 
are six rate areas, with different rate sche- 
dules in each. These are: Calgary-Leth- 
bridge system; Calgary suburban areas; 
Cardston-Magrath-Raymond area; Brooks; 
Banff-Cochrane; and Airdrie-Penhold, | 

While actual rate increases will not be 
determined until Phase Two of the hearing. 


the company, in its application to the Board, 
said that “it appreciates that costs of ser- 
vice vary from area to area, and that for this 
and other reasons the increase in rates 
sought may not necessarily be the same for 
all communities served.” 


Why Are There Different Rates 
For Different Areas? 


The rates for any icular area are 
based on the cost of facilities to serve that 
area. Major items to be considered in 
establishing rates are the distance from the 
source of gas, and the construction costs in 
building the distribution system. . Such costs 
have risen rapidly since the war, and it 
obviously costs more today to build a natural 
gas plant than it did in pre-war times. ‘In 
communities recently served the existing 
rates already reflect a large part of these 
increased costs. 


Who Decides The Rates? 


The Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners, which has set March 24 as the date 
for the public hearing of our application. 
Full opportunity will given during the 
course of the hearing for municipalities and 
others to express their viewpoints. 

The company, in fact, welcomes repre- 
sentation by the communities it serves, so 
that they may become thoroughly familiar 
with the company’s plans and the reasons 
for its application, 


Have Rates Gone Up Since 1945? 


The Board granted a rate increase on 
Dec. 1, 1949 which amounted to an average 
of 2.65 cents per thousand cubic feet. This 
increase was granted after a full hearing on 
all phases of the company’s operations. 

In 1953 the company negotiated with 
the municipalities it serves for an adjust- 
ment in rates, Later approved by the Board, 
these negotiations raised rates an average 
of 2.4 cents per thousand cubic feet. 


What Will The Rate Increase 
Amount To? 


This is a matter for the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners to decide. The com- 
pany is seeking higher rate schedules which 
would yield an increase above;1957 revenues 
of approximately 16 per cent for 1958 and 
27 per cent for 1959. 

The Board will determine first whether 
such an increase is justified. After it de- 
cides the amount of money the company 
will be permitted to earn, the rate hearing 
will enter a second phase when actual rate 
schedules will be fixed. 

Until the second phase of the hearing 
is concluded it will be impossible to say what 
the increase in actual rates will amount to 
in any particular area served by the com- 
pany. 


What Is The Company's Attitude 
Toward Gas Development & Export? 


For more than 45 years the company 
has striven siccessfully to assure Alberta 
consumers all the gas they require—when 
they want it. 

This is still the prime objective of 
Canadian Western. 

Our policy today, as always, is that the 
Alberta consumer must be protected before 
gas export from the province can be con- 
sidered. Canadian Western believes it is 
absolutely essential that no additional 
quantities of gas be permitted to be with- 
rawn from the province unless such exports 
are contingent upon Alberta having a prior 
call upon that gas if it is needed for Al- 
berta consumption. 


What Municipal Taxes Does

by wire into Calgary and is taken 
down by teletype here. At the 
game time it goes through Calgary 
to the U.S. government weather 
service, which makes it available 
free of charge to the head office of 
the commercial weather company 
in Denver. From Denver some of 
it is returned to the weather com- 
pany's Calgary office, and is then 
used in helping to predict hail 
weather and in making plans to 
combat developing hai] storms. 

But perhaps certain valuable in- 
formation is not sent back, Denver 
not knowing the Calgary situation. 
And in any Case there is a costly 
and sometimes fatal delay of one 
or two hours. 

The meteorological department in 
Canada has gone as far as to offer 
to supply certain items of informa- 
tion, but on terms and conditions 
which would greatly reduce its 
value and make it possible for 
jealous officials to hamstring and 
sabotage the effectiveness of the 
hail suppression program. 

What is needed is simply to let 
the Calgary weather company take 
down the wire service on its own 
machine. It would cost the gov- 
ernment weather office nothing. 
It would be no bother, There would 
be no dispute about anything being 
withheld, 

The fact is that all the informa- 
tion that passes on the wire is now 
available to the public. Any priv- 
ate citizen is supposed to have free 
access to it at all times. Anybody 
but those who are trying to control 
hail damage in western Alberta. 

IIt is “no skin off the govern- 
ment’s teeth” if the data sought 
were made available to the com- 
pany. An important job for Cana- 
dian agriculture is being done 
here. Admittedly the project is 
still in the experimental stage but 
the prospect is good and the ex- 
perimental is the most important 
stage of any project. 

It is in the interest of Alberta 
farmers that the experiment be 
pursued as rapidly and as intelli- 
gently as possible. Nobody else is 
doing the job or can do it. If the 
Canadan government and its mete- 
orological department cannot en- 
thusiastically co-operate, at least 
they should be able to stand aside 
and let the hail suppression people 
have access to whatever informa- 
tion the people have already paid 
for and which is supposed to be 
available to the public.

1080 POISON BAITS: Many of 
you will be happy to know that the 
Agrioultural Service Board, in re- 
sponse to a number of signed peti- 
tions, is again administering a 
coyote control program through 
the use of compound 1080 and 
poisoned horse meat. 

During the past few months in- 
creasing numbere of coyotes have 
been roaming through the district, 
causing considerable worry to stock 
and poultry men. We prepared 
one horse With the poison and cut 
it into a total of 14 baits. Twelve 
baits have already been established 
at the time of this writing, with 
two more to go. Next week I will 
give the land locations of these 


| baits. 


They are well distributed and 
will make their presence felt short- 
ly in reducing coyote population. I 
might say that while we were plac- 
ing these baits we 
lot of coyote tracks in the snow: I 


| think more tracks than I have seen 


for several years. 

This 1080 poison is deadly for 
coyotes, dogs, wolves, and other 
members of the canine family. It 
only takes about '2 pound of the 
poisoned meat to kill a coyote. We 
want it to stay frozen so that the 
coyote will have to spend some 
time getting his half pound of 
meat. In this way a bait will go 
much farther and kill more coy- 
otes. 

We are not trying to extermin- 
ate the coyote but we do intend 
to reduce the numbers so that 
those that are left will not cause 
trouble and worry to people who 
have sheep, poultry, etc.

This date of vaccination must be 
in the 6-7-8 month of the heifer's 
age, } 

tf there are not official vaccine | 
avion forms with the heifers, they 
must be blood tested whether they 
are eartagged or not. This makes it 
dofficult to have these heifers enter 
the U.S.A. as they will not always 
test negative shortly after vaccin- | 
ation. Those with official vaccine | 
ation forms and the age of vaccin- | 
ation 6-7-8 months can enter the 
United States and are not subject, 
to blood test until 22 months after '
